The “Wizard of Menlo Park” 
was either wholly or partially re- 
sponsible for the automatic tele- 
graph, development of the first 
typewriters, practical use of the 
telephone, (with Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell) the phonograph, elec- 
tric light, microphone, storage bat- 
tery, cement and arc lamps. 

It was Edison’s genius which dis- 
covered celluloid roll film, the dic- 
tating machine, first electric motor, 
gasoline motor, magneto, mimeo- 
graph, motion picture camera, par- 
afin paper, torpedo, the vote re- 
corder and the X-ray.
